SUBJECT: Breakfast Session with the Special Subcommittee _ 
on Intelligence, House Armed Services Committee,

4. Itis quite possible that the Deputy Directors can get the 
fundamentals across in about 20 minute. segments each, with Mr. Blee 
starting out with collection from the human intelligence standpoint, 
turning over to Mr. Duckett for the technical side of the house, picking 
up NPIC and OFL, and turning over to Mr. Walsh as the principal 
spokesman on analysis, etc, If we don't make this a show and tell, 
hopefully we can complete the presentation aspect of section I in about 
an hour and a half with questions and answers then extending it hopefully 
no later than 1000 to 1030 which would permit us to get to the second item 
on the agenda, management. If we don't get all or par! of management in, 
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we will just have to take it up another time because we are firmly 
committed in getting the members, particularly Bennett, back to 
the Hill by 1215. We will just have to be flexible.
